Guide Collector Search

Government bonds, gold and 
commercial paper, meeting cer- 
tain requirements, provide the se- 
curity behind the Federal Reserve 
notes issued denominations 
from $10,000. The 
amount outstanding 
expanded contracted the 
money manager the Federal 
Reserve system necessary 
meet the country’s needs for 
elastic currency. 

After collecting examples from 
your pocket and other sources 
the three types, two problems will 
arise: Condition and Denomina- 
tion.

All notes acquired should 
checked for centering; that is, the 
border around the design should 
uniform width all four 
sides, and not cut into the printed 
design, either the face back 
the note. Poorly centered notes 
should rejected. 

The matter denominational 
limits for the collection must next 
considered.

Star notes are specially printed 
replace notes spoiled muti- 
lated the course printing.

Counterfeit Notes 
Launched Detective 


Glenn Smedley 


Allan Pinkerton, son Glas- 
gow sergeant police, came 
America 1842 and soon thereaf-

The scant records available in- 
dicate that was industrious 
Scot and soon had thriving busi- 
ness. But the fate inter- 
vened—as often does—to end 
his career with the staves and

While searching for barrel stave 
material small island the 
Fox River, Alan happened upon 
the hideout counterfeiters. The 
sheriff captured the outaws soon 
thereafter, although accounts vary 
arrest. 


But few years later (circa) 
1847) counterfeit $10 bills 
George Smith’s Wisconsin Marine 
and Fire Insurance Company be- 
gan show the area.

Pinkerton who bought $500 
counterfeit notes from the stran- 
ger evidence and then landed 
him the county jail Geneva.

where was reputed keep 
two more good engravers 
“farm hands.” 


Perhaps the most astounding 
feature this episode the se- 
quel; for Pinkerton took the $500 
counterfeit notes banker 
George Smith and persuaded that 
Scot give him $125 
good notes, which returned 
the two Dundee merchants who 
had advanced him. 

Allan Pinkerton had demonstrat- 
his detective instinct and per- 
formed service the commun- 
ity discouraging the counter- 
feiting these notes which were 
the backbone the circulating 
medium the fast-growing Chi- 
cago-Milwaukee area. 

Other bankers tried vain 
discredit George Smith and cut

urally, many who opposed its is- 
suance, and James Logan, Phil- 
adelphia, reflected the opinions 
great number the merchants 
and creditors, when wrote 
1729, dare not speak one word 
against (paper money). 

The popular phrensy will never 
stop till their credit will 
bad they are New England, 
where ounce silver worth 
shillings their paper. They 
already talk making more, and 
man dares appear stem the 
fury the popular rage. The 
notion that while any man will 
borrow good security land, 
more money should made for 
them, without thinking what 
value will when made. They 
affirm that while the security 
good the money cannot fail. 


The King’s own hand should for- 
bid the measure. Yet the last act 
should not abrogated (ill 
the measure is) because the mon- 
now out (if annuled) would 
occasion the utmost destruction.”

But only $500 this currency 
denominations ranging from 
$10 was reported being placed 
circulation before the illegality 
the scheme was discovered. Thus 
the first two issues notes 
Minnesota were nothing 
more than spurious notes non- 
existing firms. 

The first bona fide firm 
Minnesota issue currency was 
the Central American Bank St. 
Paul, also known Richards, 
Clarke and Co., 1853. This is- 
sue did not circulate long. 
fact, met with much oppo- 
sition that the bank was forced 
suspend operations. Jan. 
1854 gave notice that all out- 
standing notes would redeem- 
until Feb. 1854. 


Despite the ill fate this issue, 
Jan. 1854 Borup Oakes pub- 
licly announced they would 
ceive current bank notes de- 
posit, for which they would give 
“their certificates payable like 
the east current rates.” 

Response this effort came 
swiftly the form new law 
the Democratic legislature. 
Mar. 1854 statue was passed 
forbidding issue 


notes, checks, certificates 
deposit, other evidences 
debts for the purpose loaning 
them, putting them circu- 
especially authorized law.” 


Strangely enough,

ignored and Borup Oakes con- 
tinued issue notes without in- 
terference from either the legis- 
lature the public. The 1854 leg- 
islature the same time rejected 
$100,000 capital and with privi- 
lege issue currency secured 
approved securities. 


The year 1855 marked another 
issue Borup Oakes notes 
percent discount. This currency

Denominations generally 
ranged from $20. 


(2) Endorsement currency, cre- 
ated banks which endorsed 
the notes defunct outside banks 
and joint agreement offered 
take them deposit thus per- 
mitting their use current cir- 
culation. The firms Macku- 
bin Edgerton; Ban- 
ning; Jay Knox Co.; Cald- 
well Co., all St. Paul, and 
Ennis Plant Hastings ob- 
tained notes the apparently non- 
existent Central Bank Gray, 
Maine, and placed them circu- 
lation with their endorsement 
across the face. Bostwick, Pease 
Co. the same manner issued 
notes the Farmers Mer- 
chants Bank Memphis, which 
had failed 1854. 

(3) Private scrip, created

(4) State Warrants, bearing 
percent interest.

Its 
public lands had been claimed 
the Crown through the Governor 
Virginia. After the Revolution- 
ary War, Virginia, Massachusetts 
and Connecticut claimed title 
the lands, but the Congress de- 
manded that they straighten out 
their conflicting claims. 


1786 all three states had 
ceded their lands, which became 
ederal property. Connecticut, 
through the Connecticut Land 
Company, purchased and devel- 
oped, the northwestern part 
Ohio called the Western Reserve 
and Massachusetts, through the 
Ohio Company, settled 150,000 
acres near the Ohio River and 
founded the town Marietta. 


The United States made formal 
treaties with the Indians, assign- 
ing them certain lands. The white 
man had all the best the bar- 
gain these treaties, but spite 
these deals freely bought 
and sold land reserved for the na- 
tives. 

All types commodities were 
used the beginning for money 
trading; the most popular were 
deerskins. bushel wheat was 
worth three buckskins 
term “One for one dollar 
survives this day. 


-By 1799 the Ohio Company and 
the Western Reserve Land Com- 
panies had made great deal 
headway.

The state gave its first banking 
charter the Miami Exporting 
Company 1803. This company

Four more banks were char- 
tered 1811 and more 
1816. The charters consisted 
which sim- 
ply meant the power issuing 
bank notes. These notes passed 
their face value degree 
that the public had confidence 
the integrity and assets the 
institution issuing them. 


Ohio did not demand that these 
early banks redeem their notes 
specie and fixed penalty for 
suspension payment. Therefore, 
banks who made excessive issues 
and times found themselves 
unable redeem their paper 
demand, discovered that their cur- 
rency became depressed and was 
only accepted part its 
face value. 


After the war 1812, the Fed- 
eral government reduced the 
price public lands 
worked hardship land owners 
who had paid higher prices but 
had not fully paid for their land. 
When they were unable pay the 
balance, the lands reverted back 
the government. Banks suffer- 
because they found their bills 
heavily discounted and were grad- 
ually drained specie. They eith- 
closed voluntarily failed; 
most them took the latter 


The government Washington 
then tried straighten out the 
money situation forming the 
Bank the United States, but 
the state did not want any out- 
side interference deliberate- 
passed bill 1815 designed 
prevent United States banks 
from doing business Ohio, 
law later thrown out the 
Supreme Court. 


The bill called for tax 
percent every bank’s earnings. 
1816 the law was amended. 
The state claimed the right 
ownership per cent the 
capital stock any bank incor- 
porated Ohio. The banks had 
accept one two alterna- 
tives: Each bank was asked 
give 1/25th its stock the 
state without charge and then was 
asked ‘to reinvest its dividends 
additional shares until the state 
owned its required percent. 


Such banks which accepted the 
state partner were then exempt 
from the percent tax divi- 
dends. Banks which did not want 
the state partner were still 
subject the dividend tax. 

course this was gross dis- 
crimination against all banks 
which did not accept the state’s 
proposition; result—more chaos. 
The Bank the United States 
opened Cincinnati and estab- 
lished branch Chillicothe. Its 
job called for collecting all mon- 
igs due the federal government 
specie and leading the state 
banks the restoration the 
currency specie basis. 


was not very consistent

Luckily 1825 came along and 
the building and opening the 
Erie Canal wrote new chapter 
prosperity Ohio history.

DeWitt Clinton, Gov- 
ernor New York, who had origi- 
nated the Clinton Canal there 
urged the scheme. commission 
sponsored the assembly built 
the Erie Canal and several minor 
canals. speeded the settle- 
ments Ohio and opened the 
Eastern market for Ohio products. 


Most the old banks had failed 
when this new prosperity boom 
started and only few new ones 
were authorized. Now there was 
dearth ready cash and loan 
rates went sky high. mortgage 
good city property worth 
least twice much 
amount loaned, cost from per 
cent percent. fact inter- 
est ranged from percent 
percent all types loans and 
all kinds extra charges were 

Cincinnati particularly became 
very prosperous. was the heart 
the packing industry and was 
popularly known 
Progress brought new indus- 
tries and the next stage 
forward march was the coming 
the railroads. 


The first railroad had been built 
the United States 1826 near 
Boston. Others had followed 
Pennsylvania, Maryland and Loui- 
siana. The first one came Ohio 
1836. was westward from To- 
ledo for miles. 90-mile rail- 
road between Cincinnati and 
Springfield followed quickly.

The Bainbridge Argus continued

The Argus stated 
was informed that said individual 
was not connected any way 
with bank East Tennessee 
the time its failure, and 
that the Intelligencer mistaken 
regard The Southern Bank 
having agency Tennessee 
flooding the country with its bills. 

While the individual referred 
was not mentioned name, re- 
port The Southern Bank under 
date March 16, 1857, shows one

held 1,975 shares) and The Mer- 
chants Bankers Register—1857, 
the president the Bank 
Trenton, Tennessee.

1857. Its style differs little from 
most bank statements those 
days when banks were 
issue and and deposits 
were insignificant amount. The 
bank the above date had 
operated less than six months, 
and its notes discounted amount- 
$75,150, bills circulation 
were $32,103, and its liability de- 
positors was only $9,393. re- 
quired under the charter, pub- 
lished the following list stock- 
holders together with the number 
shares held: 


Hubbard, 1,975 shares; 
Cloud, shares; Richard 
Sims, shares; McElveen, 
shares; Total, 2,000 shares. 

interesting note that 
Richard Sims, listed above, the 
only stockholder whose name 
found the act incorporate 
bank. 


The controversy continued with 
The Bainbridge Argus April 
1857 going into rather detailed 
analysis the March 16th state- 
ment the bank about which 
critical comment had appeared 
the Albany Patriot. Its ardent de- 
fense the bank continued when 
followed that analysis with 
the following remarks: 

have never been until re-. 
cently, entirely satisfied the 
soundness this bank, yet 
could say nothing against it.... 
But now declare from the most 
indubitable evidence, that there 
not sounder banking institution 
the State Georgia....
